Gaynor Born on Farm. 


Mayor Gaynor’s career was that of 
a farmer boy w iio rose by sheer force 
and ambition to an enviable position 
at the bar, on the bench and in poli­ 
tics. His success as an executive was 
marked in 
the comparatively short 
tim e he ruled New York before James 
J. Gallagher threw the nation into ex­ 
citem ent 
by 
shooting 
the 
Gotham 
mayor on the deck of the German 
liner. 
Mayor Gaynor started his political 
career early on the basis of the old 
fashioned town meeting, and on the 
efficiency of that factor in the system 
of popular government he based his 
confidence all through his career, right 
up to his election as mayor of New 
York, during his campaign for which 
he repeatedly said to his audiences in 
Brooklyn: 
“W hy should I answer tho lies they 
tell about me—tell about me to you, 
my neighbors, who know me?” 


First Purifies Flatbush. 
H e found him self as a young man, a 
countryman from up state, in the old 
town of Flatbush. where corruption 
ruled and forty saloons did business 
with only one license. 
He w ent to his 
neighbors aud so far worked upon 
their feelings for righteousness’ sake— 
a generation before Mr. Roosevelt had 
made the phrase front the Bible popu­ 
lar with voters—that they supported 
him in a successful effort to down the 
old Flatbush political ring and force 
the saloons all to take out licenses. 
H e moved to Brooklyn and found 
there the old Hugh McLaughlin ma­ 
chine m ulcting the city by the ancient 
and present method of selling to the 
municipality private property at an 
exorbitant price—$1,250,000 for a w a­ 
ter supply plant which the riug mem­ 
bers had purchased for $185.000—and 
appealing to the people, his neighbors, 
against a ring which had been regard­ 
ed as all powerful he beat the ring 
through the popular suffrage. 
H e found John Y. Mc Ka ne doing at 
Coney Island what he had seen done 
in Flatbush and In Brooklyn, and, de­ 
nouncing him in appeals to the public, 
he beat him at the polls and sent him 
and sixteen o f his followers to jail. 
At the time of the Columbian cele- I 
bration he found more bands charged 
for than could be got together In New 
Y'ork and Brooklyn. 
H e published the 
knowledge of the graft and challenged 
the bills that were presented, but the 
ring, still powerful, got a bill through 
the legislature authorizing th'- payment 
o f the exorbitant claims. Gaynor went I 
to the governor and got the bill vetoed. 


Serves on Bench. 
Tic declined office on several occa­ 
sions after some of these successes, 
but ran for Justice of tho supreme 
court after the McLaughlin machine

Probers Put at Work. 
Tin* commissioners of accounts were 
set to work probing every branch of 
the city government, and especially he 
had them look into stories of police 
abuse of prisoners and terrorizing of 
w itnesses in cases where charges were 
about to be brought against jHilieeiuen 
The mayor took persona! command 
of the police, balancing Commissioner 
Baker and Deputy Commissioner Bu­ 
gler. who are on openly bad terms, 
against one another, thus keeping him ­ 
self inform* d on tendencies of the old 
fashioned police machine and its most 
hitler eritics.

I devised by the sultan being the exhibi­ 
tion of his captive cramp* d up in an 
iron cage, which was drawn through 
the streets. 
But this was only a beginning. Story 
after story of torture, mutilation and 
death has come from Morocco. One of 
the latest of them is in regard to rela­ 
tives of Ben Aissa, the late governor 
of Fez. who himself, having incurred 
the sultan’s anger, or, rather, being an 
object of his cupidity, for tile purpose 
of the proceedings w as to disclose hid­ 
den treasure supposed to be in Ben 
AJssa’s possession, 
was 
tortured 
to 
death. 
The mother of Ben Aissa's w ife was 
then tortured, and recently she w*as 
discovered, just alive, after upward 
of six w e e k s in close confinement in a 
dark cell in heavy fetters. 
Ibm Aissa’s w ife is believed to have 
undergone a mouth of tortures. 
Per­ 
sons acquainted with Moorish custom s 
have been able to gather from her con­ 
dition what she has undergone. 
First, 
they say, her right hand was sewed up 
Ina damp rawhide, which, by contract­ 
ing. crush et] the hand and rendered it 
useless. 
Then she w a s hung up by 
ropes or chains fastened to her fore­ 
arms and wrists, which had to bear 
her whole weight, the strain cutting 
deeply into the flesh, and her legs and 
feet were at th** same time chained. 


W om en Expose Cruelties. 
Attempts wen* undoubtedly made to 
conceal the<(* cruelties, and the credit 
of exposing them is due to the perti­ 
nacity of the two women of the Fez 
medical mission, Miss M ellen and Miss 
Denison, who would not be put off 
until they had made a medical exam­ 
ination; als*) to the efforts of Mme. 
Murat, tin* w ife of a French doctor, 
and of Mr. Mad cod, the British consul 
at Fez.

ken, ami much swollen, causing intense 
pain.

Brussels, Aug. 15.— Fire started in 
the Belgian section of the internation­ 
al exhibition here last evening. 
The 
flames spread quickly to the English 
and French sections, which were de­ 
stroyed. 
The flames then leaped to 
other sections until the whole of one 
side of the central roadway known as 
the Avenue des Nations, where stand 
the headquarters buildings of various 
nationalities, was consumed. 
The fire started while there was the 
usual large Sunday crowd outside the 
buildings to look at the fireworks. 
It 
seems that the electric wires leading 
into the temporary postoffice in the 
Belgian section became short-circuited 
and within a very few minutes the of­ 
fice was a mass of flames. 
This was 
about 9 o’clock in the evening. 
A few 
minutes after the fire was found the 
blaze was running fiercely along the 
facade and, fanned by a strong wind, 
the flames spread rapidly and leaped 
from one building to another. 
The Kirmesse, which was a repre­ 
sentation of an old fair in Brussels, 
was quickly alight. 
This was a very 
popular attraction, and the enclosure 
was somewhat crowded. 
It was here 
that a panic occurred with the result 
that two persons were killed and thir­ 
ty or more hurt. 
Soon the whole facade was a heap 
of glowing ruins and the entire Bel­ 
gian section was involved. 
Then the 
wind drove a torrent of flames into 
the British section of the exhibition 
and it was rapidly consumed. 
The 
bridge joining the English and French 
sections was the next object to fall a 
prey to the flames, and in a short time 
this collapsed with a roaring crash.
